The applicant asserts that the Wright reference is incapable of telescopic movement upwards. The examiner respectfully disagrees with 
this interpretation of Wright. The examiner sees no structural impedements to upward telescopic movement when Wright is used as 
intended. When the connection between the upper and lower sections is severed as intended, the upper section is capable of free 
movement, whether up or down, relative to the lower section. 

The applicant re-presents the argument that the expansion of Roussel occurs in a direction transverse to the top wall. The examiner 
respectfully maintains that the features of a secondary reference need not be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary 
reference.
